which was to maintain the Dignity of the 
State. When their Profuſion had reduc'd 
them to Neceſlities, they fell to laying exor- 
bitantTaxes,and to Pillage theRemote Pro- 
vinces ; when thoſe Provinces were har- 
raſsdand exhauſted by continualPayments, 
they became weak and unable to reſiſt 
Foreign Invaſtons: In thoſe naked and de- 
fenceleſs Provinces, the Barbarians neſted 
themſelves, and, when they were grown 
Strong and Powerful, from thence they 
made Irruptions into {aly, till at laſt they 
came to Invade and Conquer Roe it elf, 
the very Head and Seat of the Empire.

and Dependants, ſo at home it grew their 
Right to do the ſame. But when theſe 
Nations came to fix and mingle with the 
Natives, and when they had made Com- 
pacts and Agreements with thoſe Natives, 
this united Body (which likewiſe increas'd 
in Wealth and Poſleſſions) ſoon became ſo 
Confiderable as to make it neceſſary, That 
what was properly call'd the Commons, 
ſhould be a diſtinct Part of the State, and 
that it ſhould be Repreſented by Perſons 
and Members choſen from among them- 
ſelves. Thus in all theſe Northern Eſtabliſh- 
ments, there has been what was call'd ei- 
ther the Eſtates, Aſſemblies, the Cortes, 
Diets, or Parliaments. 

This was the Original Conſtitution, in 
moſt of the Eſtabliſhments made by theſe 
Northern Nations, and under this Form of 
Government they continu'd without any

The Records we have already cite 
ſufficiently demonſtrate that it was eye 
the Opinion and Senſe of the People the 
the King ſhould live upon his own, an 
that the Nation ſhould not be burthen!

It appears likewiſe from the foreſt 
Records, that when the Crown hasbe 
impoveriſhed by Gifts and Grants, ne 
and extraordinary Courſes of Raiſy 
Mony have become unavoidable.

\ But all theſe good Methods were very 
arly overthrown by the Negligence of 
ſome Princes, but more through the 
Corruption of their Miniſters. 

Henry the IV. who had depos'd his 

Predeceſſor, and who came in upon the 
Foot of Reformation, began to make 
Regulations, and reſtore ſome Order in 
the Revenues of the Crown. 
' In the firſt Year of his Reign the 
Commons complain'd of .outragious 
Grants, and of great Sums of Mony re- 
kaſed to undeſerving Perſons, the King 
not perceiving the hurt done him at the 
time of the Grant. They pray that 
ſuch Grants upon good Deliberation may 
berecalld, and that from thenceforth he 
would make no Grant but with the Ad- 
vice of his Council. The King An- 
ſwers, He will be advisd by the wiſe Men 
of his Council, And thereupon ſeveral 
good Regulations relating to the Paſſing 
of Grants are eſtabliſh'd, but take the 
Record.

the Suitor, if it was obtaiwd upon 
wrong Suggeſtions, if it occaſions Ob- 
loquy-to the Government, or Diſcon- 
tent among. the People, if the King's 
Debts are many and clamorous, if the 
Nation labours, at the ſame time as the 
Gift is made, under heavy Taxes ; and 
if the Grant tends-greatly to the Hurt 
and Impoveriſhment of the Crown 
(with all which Matters the Law pre- 
ſumes ſo great a Miniſter in the State 
to be acquainted) he is bound in Duty 
and by his Oath not to fix the Great Seal 
to the ſaid Grant, but thereupon faithful- 
ly and impartially to adviſe the King:

to Puniſhment by Hezry 1. who caft

this Stateſman in the Colours as he is

ters. And he ſo much reſembles ſeve- 
ral bad Miniſters, who, in the Ages ſince, 
have ſucceeded both to his Poſt and 
Power, that one would think they had 
choſen to take him for their Pattern. 

In the 5 of Edward 1. Pieres de Ga- 
veſton was accuſed in Parliament for ha- 
'ving given the King ill Council, and for 
having cheated the King of his Treaſure, 
and ſent it beyond Sea, and for having 
Eſtranged the King's Heart from his 
People, ſo as he ſlighted their Councils, 
and for having remov'd all faithful Mi-. 
nifters, and plac'd only his own Crea- 
tures, or Foreigners about the King, and 
for having caus'd the King to grant 
Lands, Tenements and Oifices to him- 
felf and his Heirs, and to divers other 


;People, (infomuch that by his Wealth 


he was become. dangerous) to the great 
damage and injury of the King and his 
Crown. For which he was Baniſhd 
the Realm, ſo as if he return'd he ſhould 
be treated as an Enemy to the King, 
Kingdom and People. But take the 
Words of the Record becauſe *tis very 
curious.

and the Act of Reſumption, ſo quickly they |

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followed one another : Uhich ought 
to be a perpetual Notice and 
Leſſon toPoſterity, that when 
the People of England deſire an 
Act of Reſumption, the Wozk 
muſt begin with PJmpeaching 
Cozrupt Miniſters. 

We have hitherto produc'd Impeach- 
ments of elder Times, which perhaps the 
Perſons concern'd in point of Intereſt, will 
all old muſty Records ; We ſhall there- 
fore now proceed to ſhow ſome Preſidents 
of a later date. 

As our Anceſtors held it a Crime for 
Men to procure to themſelves Offices above 
their Capacity, and Gifts and Grants from 
the Crown beyond their Deſerts, ſo in this 
atter Age the Houſe of Commons have 
thought the like Proceedings not for the 
King's Honour, and dangerous to the Pub- 
lick.

Hardly | 
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Hardly any Favourite had Nobler Qua- 
lities than this great Man ; He was Beauti- 
ful. in his Perſon,. Magnificent in his Na- 
ture, and not without either Heart or Un- 
derſtanding. Many People had taſted of 


his Private Liberalities ; He would hunt 


out for Perſons of Merit, and bring 'em 
from their moſt ſecret Retirements, into 
Buſineſs. He was rough only to his Ene- 
mies, but moſt earneſt and ready to oblige 
his Friends ; He would often get for others 
what he might conveniently have kept for 
himſelf; He governed not only his Dome- 
ſtick Aﬀairs, but his Tranſactions in the 
State, by the Advice of a ſelect number of 
Friends, all able Men, but not engaged in 
Publick Matters, whom he retain'd in his 
Service by Penſions out of his own Purſe. 
And yet, thus qualify'd as he was, it was not 
thought reaſonable in Parliament, that fo 
high Honours, ſo much Wealth and Pow- 
. er, and ſuch a multiplicity of Employ- 
ments, ſhould be canferr'd upon fo young 
a Man. 

If ſuch a one could not ſtand before the 
People, much leſs will they, in any future 
Reign, bear to ſee Men with the like 
Wealth, pour'd upon 'em, and in the hike 
Station of Power and Favour, who have 
none of his Qualifications, who are con- 
temptible in their Figures, who make no 
Expence 
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Expence but what tends to their private 
| Luxury, of whoſe Bounty no one ever 

taſted, who bar the Court Gates to- any 
Merit, who: never did any kind Office, 
who make a fale of all Employments, who 


creep to their Enemies, and ſlight their. 


Friends, who never did good'but for them- 
ſelves, 'or to here and there an humble 
Flatterer, and who never, in their Tran- 
factions for the State, govern themſelves 
by ' the Advice of grave Friends, but aft 
all things upon their own giddy Heads, 
ever drown'd in Wine, or heated by De- 
bauches.

'Tis true, Men are very unwilling to 
quit Great Employments, attended with 
much Wealth and High Honours ; and the 
common Excuſe of ſuch as comply more 
than they ought, is, That others will be 
readily found to do the fame thing : So 
that they ſhall prejudice themſelves with- 
out any Advantage to the Publick. Nay, 
they often pretend to remain at Court on- 
ly to prevent greater and farther Mit- 
chiefs. 

Suppoſe then this to be Caſe, and that 
the Tide runs fo ſtrongly one way that no 
ſingle Miniſter in his Station 1s able to 
ſtem it, and that the Prince will diveſt 
himſelf of his Revenues, notwithſtand- 
ing he is otherwiſe advisd, what does the 
Conſtitution of this Kingdom require from 
a Lord Chancellor, a Lord Treaſurer, Lord 
Privy-Seal, and the Secretary of State, when 
ſuch Meaſures are taken 2 What Proofs will 
clear them before the whole World, that 
they are no ways conſenting to ſuch Pro- 
ceedings, and that things are carried by 
an irrefiſtible Strength” againſt that Coun- 
cil they would be thought to give ? 

Without doubt they ſtand juſtified be- 
fore a Parliament, and in the Opinions of 
the People, if they give manifeſt Evi-

lick: If they have ask'd nothing for them- 
ſelves, 'tis a ſign they did not promote 
Grants ; for he who ventures to wrong 
the King, will «rather do it for his own 
Gain than for the Advantage of another :

If they were ſeen to have as large a 
ſhare in the Plunder as any others; if the 
King's beſt Lands and Mannors were found 
in their hands; or, which is worſe, if 
they had devour'd all the Fleſh themſelves, 
and left to others only the Bones to pick ; 
if, while the Publick was poor, they had 
procur'd to themſelves outragious Gifts of 
Money, as they are call'd in the Records ; 
if it was known that they had procur'd 
immoderate Releaſes for Money, (now 
they term 'em Privy-Seals,) and that in 
an unwarrantable manner : Our Anceſtors 
 look'd no farther, but took the Miniſters 
to be guilty, and preſum'd, that they, 
ſingly, for their own Gain aud Profit, had 
incited the Prince to Liberalities inconfi- 
. ſtent with the Welfare of his Crown and 
Government ; and thereupon our Fore- 
fathers grounded the Impeachments we 
have mention'd in this Sefton.

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We do not find im the Records, (except 
in the Lady Veſcie's Caſe,) that the: Anger 
of Parliaments was provoked againſt the 
Common Herd of Courtiers, who in all 
Ages have raked from the Prince whatſo- 
ever they could : But the Sword of the 
Legiſlature was dire&ed againſt their 
Heads, who being Miniſters of State, 
in his Privy - Council bound up by 
 Oaths, (Aſtrid per lour ſerments,) and ha- 
'ving Offices attended with large Sallaries 
and Profits, did nevertheleſs, with infati- 
able Avarice and Ambition, and without 
any Conſideration of the Publick Wants 
and Miſeries, rob the Crown. of all they 
could, by a Praftice. as foul mn it ſelf as it 
was fatal in its Example : For in theſe Ca- 
ſes, the Law has only an Eye to thoſe who 
are intruſted, and expects the Town ſhould 
not be ſold, ſurrender'd, or betray'd by 
the very Centinels who are ſet to watch 
the Gates. 

Perhaps theſe Great Men alledged in 
their Excuſe, That none will ferve a Court 
without Rewards: But ourAnceſtors thought 
the Appointments belonging to their Offi- 
ces a ſufficient Recompence ; and that Go- 
vernment grows very coſtly, when Mini- 
ſters muſt go away with Ten thouſand 
' Pounds per Armm Eſtate, for Five or Six 
Years Service.

think it Reaſonable, that out of the Sub- 
ſtance-of the Commons of Erglard there

"Tis true indeed, the Ranwlphs, the Del, 
Pools, the Beurlees, and the Buckinghams, of 
former Ages, might very well expect all 
they got, or could get, if every Day they 
were making bold Steps, by which they 
ran a Hazard of their Necks. But in Times 
; when the Laws govern, and when extra- 
ordinary things are neither expedted by 
the Prince, nor ſuffer'd by the People, 
Miniſters for their Service ought to be 
contented with a moderate Reward. 

'Tis probable likewiſe, that when they 
begs'd thoſe large Grants of. former Kings,

Beſides which, there are Arrears of 
ſeveral kinds, not yet provided for, 
which will be reckond a Debt upon 
the Nation.

But the Honour of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, and the Credit of the Nation 
ſeem abſolutely engaged to make good 
ſeveral Deficiencies, to which we are not 
only bound by Publick Faith, which 
ought to be inviolable, but by direct and 
expreſs Clauſes in Acts of Parliament ; 
ſo that when a Law has Enacted, That

To lay farther Excifes upon the ſame 
Commodities, cannot be done without 
apparent prejudice to the Duties already 
granted, the fame will holdin laying high-- 
er Cuſtoms.

Parliament : Of this, good Patriots will be 
always apprehenſive, and have therefore 
ever abhorr'd theſe long Fonds, which 
all the Neighbouring Princes round-about 
us have conſtantly made uſe of for ſub- 
verting the Liberties of their People. . 
Some without Doors, have been for 


trying fach wild Projedts, as was that of - 


increaſing the number of Exchequer-Bills, 
which indeed was a good Expedient to 
lall our Creditors afleep, and to quiet 
Things for the preſent, while certain 
Perſons might have the Opportunity of 
doing their own Buſineſs, and of Baild- 
ing up their own Fortunes, but the Pub- 
lick .could thereby have reap'd no Bene- 
fit. On the contrary, this Calm in our 
Aﬀairs, and the not being preſs'd by a- 
ny clamorous demands, would have oc- 
calion'd and encourag'd ſtill more and 


more bad Husbandryz and at Jaſt, the 
Cc 4 Debt

Debt muſt have come upon us, with the 
addition of a heavy load of Intereſt : be- 
fides (which 1s unanſwerable) if a War 
had overtaken the Nation with ſuch a 
Debt upon it, all due and demandable at 
a Day, Publick Credit muſt have ſunk 
. at once, upon which would have follow'd 
Ruin, without Redemption. 

Good Patriots will never think England 
can be effeCtually relievd by any Ways 
and Means of raiſing Mony, but ſuch as 
ſhall ſink part of the Principal Debt, and 
hinder us from being caten up by that 

Canker of Uſary, which has been fo de- 
{tru&ive to this Government. 

Nor will Ezeliſh-men (we mean ſuch 
of 'em as conſider at all) think that Trade 
can flouriſh, or that Liberty 1s 1ntirely. 
ſafe, 'till our Payments to the Publick 
are reduc'd to what they were before the 


War, iz. two Milions Yearly ; for this 


Nation will be ever apprehenſive, That 
ſuch mighty Sums as we now pay, may 
hereafter. in the Reign of ſome other 
Prince, be turn'd againſt the People, tho' 
given and granted for their Preſerva- 
mn. | 
' Since therefore the common Ways and 
Means of - raiſing Money, may be dan- 
gerous in vhejr future Conſequence, Or a 
| preſent 
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preſent Burthen upon the Nation, it im- 
ports good Patriots to confider whether 
or no the Neceſſities of -the Government 
may not be ſupply'd by the Methods 
which our Anceſtors have ſo frequently 
put in Practice. By which we mean,whe- 
ther or no a Reſumption of ſuch Lands 
in England, and more eſpecially in Tre: 
land, as have lately been granted away 
from the Crown, would not be a great 
Rehef and Eaſe to the People in their 
Taxes. 

If a Reſumption can be made without 
breaking into the Rules of Juſtice, or 
without bringing any Reflection upon 
the King, whoſe Honour above all things 

ught to be regarded, and if thereby two 
Millions can be raisd, to come in the 
room and place of a Land-Tax, very few 
People will think it ſtrange for the Le- 
gifhtive Authority to .cxert it fſelfin a 
matter ſo much for the common Eaſe and 
Benefit: And where the Publick is fo 
deeply concern'd, but very few Perſons 
will conſider or conſult the private Inte- 
reſt of ſuch as have procur'd the Grants. 
Therefore in handling this Subject, we 
ſhall endeavour to examin into, and ſtate 
theſe following Points.

1ſt. How far it is conſeſtent with the Ho- 
nor of a Prince to deſire and promote a 
Reſtumption by AF of Parliament. There 
is nothing more evident in our Hlſtories, 
than that the moſt magnanimous of our 
Kings have been the moſt free in confirm- 
ing to the People their Antient Liberties, 
Magna Charta, as it 18 now derivd down 
to us, was modell'd by Herry the 1ſt, a 
Prince famous for his Military Virtues, 
which was confirm'd by Stepher, a King 
attive enough in the Field. This Sheet- 
Anchor of our Liberties, was, yet more 
ſtrengthen'd by Edward 3d, as Renown- 
ed as any of our Kings for Perſonal Va- 
lour and Victories abroad. That, which 
heretofore 
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heretofore by Flatterers and Corrupt Mi- 
niſters has been call'd Prerogative, was 
never inſiſted upon, but by weak and ef- 
feminate Princes, who defir'd that their 
Immoderate Appetites of doing Ill, might 
be juſtifi'd and ſtrengthen'd by more Pow- 
er than was allowd 'em by the Laws. 
Magnanimous Kings have always thought, 
That the Royal Prerogative conſiſted chief- 
ly in the Power ef doing Good to ſo nu- 
ny Millions of Men, who depend upon 
their Wiſdom and Courage. Henry the 4th, 
that Heroick Prince, who obtain'd the 
Crown by his own Perſonal Merits, was 
ſo far from thinking his Prerogative in- 
jur'd by Acts of Grace and Favour, by 
which good Government might be pro- 
moted, that he himſelf defird of the 
Houſe of Commons, that his whole 
Privy Council might be named and Eſta- 
bliſhed in Parliament. Et rehercea ontre

and *tis notorious, he neither wanted Po- 
licy, nor Courage. But 'tis rather pro- 
bable, that he thought 1t' Honeſt and 
Wiſe, and no diminution to his Honour, 
£o- oblige that People with wholſome 
Laws and- good Government, who had

been at ſuch Expences to ſupport his 
pL - | | 

Magnanimous Kings have not only been 
Favourers of Publick Liberty, but they 
have likewiſe been frugal of the Peoples 
Money, as appears in the Inſtances of 


Henry the 1ſt, Henry the 2d, Edward the 


iſt, Herry the 4th, Henry the 5th, Hen- 
ry the 7th, and Q. Elizabeth ; which ſhows 
how wrong their Notion 1s, who think 
Wiſeand Thritty Princes dangerous to the 
Freedom of a Country, whereas profuſe 
Kings, ſuch as John, Henry the 3d, Ed- 
ward and Richard the 2d, did not ouly 
waſte the Nations Treaſure, but every 
one of 'em compell'd the People to fight 
Pitch'd Battles, in defence of their Civil 
Rights. 

Gallant Princes defire to make the Peo- 
ple eaſic. Hernry the 4th of France, our 
preſent King's great Grand-Father, faid 
once, he hop'd to order Matters ſo, that 
every Man in his Kingdom ſhould have a 
boil'd Capon to his Dinner. None of the 
Apothegms utter'd by great Men, and- ſo 
much commended by the Antients, could 
become the Mouth of a King ſo well, as 
this Noble and Well-natur'd Saying. Tis 
probable, had he livid, he would have 
brought

brought it about ; which if he could have 
done, 'twould have been a nobler Tro- 
phey to his Fame, than all the Victories 
he had obtain'd. The Honour of a King 
conliſts chiefly in doing good to the Unt- 
verſal Body of his People, and the Pub- 
lick Welfare is to weigh with him above 
all other Reſpedts. He is often to diveſt 
himſelf of the narrow Thoughts which 
ſway among private Men ; and he can 
hardly be a good Ruler unleſs he does now 
and then in his Politick, what he would 
not do in his Natural Capacity. He 1s a 
Perſon intruſted by the Common-Wealth, 
and what heacts in diſcharge of that Truſt, 
cannot be call'd diſhonourable. 

The Commons in the Reſumption, made 
1- Hez. 7. tell the King in their Bill ; I: ;s 
for his own Suerty, "Ann and Weal, and 
for the Univerſal Weal, Eaſe, Reſt, and 
Swerty of his Land, the which he oneht to 
prefer before the Favour of any Perion, or 
any Place, or other thing Earthly. T he fame 
Words made a part of the Preamble in 
moſt-of the other Bills of the like Nature, 
by which 1t appears to have been the con- 
tinu'd Senſe of our Anceſtors , that the 
Reputation of a Prince was never 1njur'd 
by Acts wherein the Faſe and Relief of his 
People was conſulted: 'Tis true, ſuch a 
iniſter 
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Miniſter as the Chancellor 4e la Pool had 
other Sentiments, and gave Advice of a- 
nother kind, being willing to countenance 
his own Depredations by the Example of 
others: Such as he may engage the King's 
Honour in the Protection of their Crimes, 
ſo to ſhelter themſelves under his Wings, 
and pretend things leſſen his Fame, 
which will only leſſen their Eſtates: But 
good Miniſters have always thought that 
nothing could more hurt the Reputation 
of a Prince, than to be reduc'd by Pro- 
fuſion to Courſes, by which his Country 
muſt be oppreſt with Taxes. Twas a 
common practice with the Duke of Sly, 
to obſtruct and often to vacate his Maſters 
Gifts and Grants; yet this great Man was 
ſufficiently jealous of his Princes Fame. 
In Spain, Henry the Amirante, Pacieco 
a Aſcolone and Henry de la Fortuna, three 
Grandees, had obtain'd of Ferdinand, each 
of * em a Million of Livres of Gold, 
charg'd on the Revenue of Perz, and 
ſhould have receiv'd it at the Return of 


the Plate-Fleet, but Cardinal X7meres ut- * Bandier 


terly annulled theſe immoderate Gifts, tho'*, 


de Ia Fortuna was the King's own Kinſ- Ximenes. 


man, ſaying; The Revenue of Princes, tho' 
great in it ſelf, is always too little for the 
Neceſſities of the State. And notwithſtand- 
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1ng the Spaniſh Punto of Honor, we do 
not find this Proceeding reſented by 
King Ferdinand. Before his Greatneſs 
was fo eftabliſh'd, ſeeing a very difadvan- 
tagious Farm of the Silks of Granada let 
for Ten Years, by the Advice of Doz 
Manuel the Treaſurer, to which the King 
had conſented, and which was offer'd at 
Council to be ſeal'd, he took the Charter 
and tore it pnblickly (of which the Pieces 
arc kept among the Records of Arcala, as 
a Memorial of this Miniſters Conrage and 
Integrity) ſaying, Salto, Don Manuel, 
were you mot my very good Friend, the 
King ſhould cauſe your Head to be taken off: 
Dare you make Grants ſo prejudicial to the 
State 2 Nor did Philhp the 1ft. take it ill 
that his own, and his Favourites Doings 
were thus revoked. | 
We agree that Princes in al! their A- 
(tions are to conſider Fame, becauſe O- 
pion 15 one of the main Pillars to ſup- 
port their Authority. But let any rea- 
ſonable Man anſwer, Is it not more glori- 
ous for a Prince to let the whole People 
under his Reign, enjoy Eaſe and Plenty, 
without new Impoſitions and Dntics, than 
to enrich-a few Minions: and Favourites, 
with the Spoils of a whole Country ? A 
Prince-thirſting after preſent or future Re- 
nown, 
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nown, whoſe Example would he deſire 
to follow ? That of Hemnry the 4th, who 
by his Frugality brought the Crown of 
France ont of Debt; or that of Herry 
the 3d, who harraſsd his whole King- 
dom to build up four or five great Fami- 
lies, whereby he got no more than to 
leave behind him ſo many conſpicuous 
Monuments of his Weakneſs. | 
No doubt it has heretofore been 
thought injurious to the Reputation of 
a Prince, to be urged by clamorous Debts, 
to ſuffer many thouſands of miſerable Per- 
ſons to want what 1s their due; to 
have his Troops unpaid, and his Sea- 
men in -vaſt Arrears, and to let his: tne- 
nial Servants ſtarve, firſt by retrenchments, 
and then by being without their ſettled 
Wages and Allowances. | 
Theſe are truly Blemifhes upon a Prin- 
ces Glory, and were repreſented as fuch, 
by the Commons of Ezgland, aſſembled 
in Parliament, 28 Her. 6. when they: 
made Application, That theſe Reflections 
might be taken away, and. that theſe 
Grievances might be redreſsd;and aftirmd; 
at the ſame time, That they could not 
grant any Aid, unleſs the King would 
actually reſume what had been obtain'd 
from the Crown by Importunity or Sar- 
Þd Prize, 
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prize, upon falſe Suggeſtions,. or by Con- 
trivance among the Great ones. 

Seldom any Prince has miſcarry'd in 


his Fame or Fortune, who has conſtant-- 


ly purſned the Publick Good; and who 
has directed all his. Counſels to. his Coun- 


=. 


treys Eaſe and Benefit ; but Hiſtory is full * 


of their Troubles and Diſaſters, who have 
obſtinately adhcar'd to a few, againſt the 
whole ,, and who have confin'd to par- 
ticular Objeas, that Aﬀection which 
ought to be extended to the univerſal Bo- 
dy of their People. 

What was -done by Herry the 1ſt, 
Henry the 2d. and by that Hero Rich- 
ard Cordelyon 2 What was done by that 
Conqueror of France, Henry the 5th? 
What that Spirited and . Martial Prince, 
Eaward the 4th. deſird his Parliament 
in a Speech from the Throne, to put in 
Execution,” and which he thanked them 
afterwards for doing, can never be 
thought diſhonourable in any other Kang ; 
and-among Ergliſh Men, a Prince will ne- 
ver ſuffer in his preſent, or future Re- 
nown, for treading iu their Steps, and 
following their Examples. 


And 
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And without doubt, theſe Noble and 
Warlike Princes did not think the Regal 
Power at all impair'd, by giving Way to 
the Reſumptions which were made du- 
ring their Reigns z for in all theſe Ex- 
erciſes of the Legiſhtive Authority, 
Lords and Commons do but at&t ſubſer- 
viently under a King for his Profit

But as we have noted in the pre- 
cedent Section. this Point 1s become 
more doubttul, ſince the late Act for 
declaring the Rights and Liberties of the 
Subject; which Act abſolutely condemns 
thoſe Clauſes of or Obſiante, whereby 
theſe Alienations were formerly ſupport- 
ed; and ſuch Clauſes being condemn'd, 
there are ſtrong Reaſons to think, that 
the Act 11 H. 4. which clearly prohibits 
{uch Grants, is now return'd to its firſt 
Force and Vigour. However let this Mat- 
ter ſtand as 1t will, we ſhall probably 
make it appear, That the Lands in Tre- 
land (which the People of Ereland have 
within a few Years repurchaſed with ſo 
much Blood and Treaſure) are quite 
upon another Foot.

What he terms the Law of Nations 
1s all the higheſt Reſult of Reaſon; for 
1s 1t not juſt that what 1s gain'd at their 
Expence ſhould belong to them 2 Ho#- 
714n, putting the Caſe how it ſhould 
be, if the Lands to be given away 
are newly Conquer'd, lays, + Reſtat 
pars ultima, cum armis @&* Bello regnum 
queſituns eſt.

Frres 
Privatorum Furtorum in nervo gtque com- 
pedibus etatem agunt, Fures Publici in Au- 
ro atque Purpura, Indeed, 1t a Prince 
makes the War at his own ſingle Charge, 


Fieri potuit ut Rex ex ſua privata ſub- 
Santia Exercitum aluerit. In ſuch a Caſe 
he alone will have a Right to the Con- 
quer'd Country. 

And this is ſo true, that if Wilkan: 
the Norman had been able by his own 
Strength, and at his particular Expences, 
to have made the Conqueſt of England, 
according to the Law of Nations, he 
muſt have had this Kingdom 7x Patri- 
740110, with as abſolute Dominion in it, 
as the Eaſtern Princes can pretend to. 

But the Caſe being quite otherwiſe, 
and henot able to bear the whole Charge, 
he took to his aſliſtance ſeveral Barons of 
his own Daukedom, and fome great Men 
of other Countries, who were joined with

ſtance, he could not quite ſubdue the 
Natives, with whom he was compell'd 
to make .Compacts, from which Con- 
ceſſions and Cumpacts, it comes that we 
continue (till to be a free People, not- 
withſtanding this pretended Conqueſt. 
In the ſame manner, if Herry the 2d 
had Conquer'd Jrelavd with only the 
Revenues of the Crown, without any 
Aids from his People, that Kingdom 
had been his own, Plens Fure, as the 
Civilians call it; and he might have 
diſpoſed of it at his own Will and Plea- 
ſur:: For as Ariſtotle ſays, Lex eſt ve- 
Iiti paFum quaddam commune qiio Bello 
capta capientinm fiunt. Nor 15 it a thing 
at all ſtrange, for a Prince to hold dit- 
ferent Kingdoms by difterent Titles, and - 
to Govern 'em by difterent Methods ; in 
one he may be abſolute, according to 
the Antient Conſtitution of the Coun- 
try; in another, his Power may be cir- 
cumlcribed and, limited by Law : One 
Kingdom he may hold by Election, and 
another by the Right of Succeſſion. He 
may 
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may have a Kingdom of his own Ac- 
quiſition, which ſhall be as 1t were his 
own private Patrimony. A Principibus

But there 1s a ſtrong Reaſon of State 
why the Lands of lreland, in caſes of Re- 
bellion, ſhould never be granted away, 
but be either deſtributed among Adven- 
turers, or fold towards defraying the 
Charges of the War ; for if England is to 
be at all the Expence, and Courticrs are to 
g0 away with all the Proiit, how do we 
know but that hereafter, for their own 
Gain, they may purpeſely and adviſedly 
encourage and Foment Rebellions there ? 
Fourteen Hundred thoutand Ponnd, once 
in Thirty. or Forty Wars, to be ſhared a- 
mong them, would be a very fine Crop 
for the Men in Buſineſs. Put probably the 
Miniſters in future Ages will be watchful 
over that Kingdom, and ſuppreſs an In- 
ſurrecion betumes ( when it may be done 
for a leſs Sum than Four Villions, and per- 
haps wk three or four Thouſand Men )

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nor in all ikelyhood will they ſo notori- 
ouſly negle& a matter of that Importance, 
when they are to reap to themſelves no 
Advantage by ſuch a Negligence. 

Some will pretend the Prince has more

| Steps of our Anceſtors, were it only 


for this ſingle Reaſon, that *tis return- 
ing ſo far towards our Antient Conſti- 
tution, which all fides will agree to have 
been form'd with admirable Gravity 
and Wiſdom. In the preſent Queſtion 
we ſhall therefore jee (as far we can 
find in old Hiſtories, or in the Records) 
how our Forefathers proceeded in Ads 
of the like Nature, for which we have 
recited our Authorities in the third 
Section. _. 

Henry the 1ſt, reſum'd ſuch Lands as 
his Brother Duke Robert, who was an 
eaſy Prince, had beſtowed in Normandy 
upon undeſerving Perſons. Burt we 
do not find he touch'd upon any thing 
that had been done. by his Father, or 
by william Rufus. 

Stephen was preſs'd by the Nation, as 
well as by Henry Fitz Empreſs, to reſume 
only his own Graffts. 

Hepry the 2d. reſumed the Grants of 
Stephes, but the matter had been agreed 
upon 11 the preceeding Reign. 

Richard 
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Richard the Iſt. did only reſume the 
Alienations he hitmſelf had made. 

Henry the 3d. was perſwaded by his 
Barons to relutie what had been gran- 
ted awdy by King Feb his Father, a 
Prifice ſo profuſe, that in a manner he 
had quite undone the Nation. 

' The Reſumption made by Edward 
the 2d. had relation only to what was 
done in his own Reign, 

- 'In the Reign of Rechard che 2d. the 
Cormmons indeed pray that the Gifts of 
Eaward the 3d. to unworthy Perſons 
might be look'd into, which perhaps was 
done 1n reſpect of the dotage and Weak- 
neſs this great Prince fell. into. the laſt 
Ten Years of his Life. But what had 
been worthily beſtowed was to be con- 
firmed. 

- In the Reign of Henry the 4th. the 
Petition of the Commons was, that the 
Reſumption might look as far backward 
as the 4oth of Edward the 3d. and 
therefore we ſee it came to nothing, and 
only ended 1n taking the Profits of all 
'the Lands and Penlions granted for one 
Year. 

The Reſumptions made in the Reign 
of Henry the 6th. extended only to the 
firſt Day of his coming to the Crown. 
| 'Tis 
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Tis true, the Commons in their Pe- 
tition to Edward the,4th. pray that the 
Reſumption might extend to the Reigns 
of all the three xenrics, and the: At 
paſs*d accordingly:But we may plainly fee 
this was chiefly done to condemn. their 
Titles to the Crown, And the Reſum- 
ption retroſpecting ſo far, was found ſo 
impracticable, that in the 3d. and 4th. of 
his Reign, a new 'A& became neceſla- 
ry, which look'd no, further backward 
than the 4th of March; -in the firſt Yeat 
of his own Reign. jus 
The Reſumption made by Herry the 
-th. does indeed look as far backward 
25 34 Hen. 6. and fotakes in the Grants 
of Richard the 3d. and Edward the qth. 
But becauſe there paſſed four ſeveral 
Ads of the ſame Nature in the Reign 
of Edward, we may preſume that; this 
iong Retroſpect could not affect any con- 
{fiderable number of Families, and that 
it was chiefly level'd at thoſe who by 
Power and. Intereſt in Edward's Reign 
ſtill. kept the Crown-Lands , and who 
pzrhaps, by new Grants from Edward 
and Richard, had defeated the Inten- 

tions of former Parliaments _ 
| The Reader may ſee, that in theſe 
Reſumptions moſt of the Preſidents reg 
only 
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only to the preſent, or to the Reign im- 
mediately preceeding, which is conſo- 
nant to the Laws of all Nations, that 
have prefixt ſome limited time, after 
which Men ſhould think themſelves ſafe 
and quiet in their Pofſeſſions, 

They without Doors who have de- 
fir'd that the forfeited Eſtates of 1reland 
might not be Jook'd into, have endea- 
vour'd to obſt ru& rhe good Intentions 
of the Parliament, by crying we are 
willing to Reſume, provided you will go 
far enough backwards: we ſhall join in it 
if” y:4 will take in all the Grants ſince 
the Reſtoration of King Charles the Ses 
cond, But few are lo ſhort ſighted as 
not to ſee into this Artifice ; ſuch as 
are for making their Reſumption ſo 
large, deſire none at all, and would en- 
gage a preat many different Titles to 
oppole it. 

If it could poſſibly conſiſt with the 
Rules of Juſtice, if. to do. ſo would not 
produce unſpeakable Diforders, if it 
would not utterly ruin a great. number 
of Families, no doubt, the Publick 1a- 
bouring under ſo many Debts, and 
Difficulties, ſuch a general Reſumption 
would be adviſable, all which are ſtrong 
o

To which may be anſwer'd, that the 
ſame Inconveniences will happen by re- 
ſuming the 1riþ Forfeituresz we ſhall 
therefore try to ſhew how the Caſes 
differ. | 

But to clear theſe Points we muſt re- 

peat ſome things that have been laid 
down 1n the foregoing part of this Diſ- 
courſe. 
- That the Kings of this Realm have 
always preſcribed a Power of alienating 
the Crowa-Revenue by their Great 
Seals. 

That it would not have been conve- 
nient in the beginning of this Conſt. 
tution to have bound up the Prince's 
Hands from all kind of Alienations, for 
then, by Forfeitures and Artainders , 
in proceſs of time, the King would have 
been Lord of the whole Soil. 

That however, Parliments by Peti- 
tions, Bills or Acts of Reſumption, have 
all along laid in a claim of the People's 
Intereſt 1a this Revenue, eſpecially when 
the Grants were become exorbitant. 

That the Waſts committed upon the 
Crown-Revenuc produced at laſt ſwiz, 


'2Y; 
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IT. Hey. 4.] a poſitive Law porhibiting 
theſe ſort of Alienations. 

That the force of the Law was eva- 
ded by Clauſes of zo» obſtante incerted 
in the Letters Patents, 

That theſe Clauſes ſeem condemn'd 
by the late ACt for declaring the Rights 
and Liberties of the Subjects, 

When King Charles the 2d. came in; 
the Doctrine of the Court was, ſow 4 
little that you may reap much, and they 
who were then intruſted with the Na- 
tion's Purſe, were themlelves fordiving 
into the Princes Pocket. And at the 
ſame time the DoQtrine of weſtminſter 
Hall was to advance the Prerogative as 
high as poſſible, thus the King was per- 
{waded to give away the preateſt part 
of his Crown Lands, and by the Pro- 
ceedings of weſtminfler Hall the Pcople 
were encouraged to think fuch Grants 
were good in Law, the Courtier begg'd 
and the Citizen bought, ſo that imme- 
diately he was in a manner diveſted of 
all, and yet they who had ſuffer'd for 
him and his Father, were few of *'em 
the better for all this immoderate 
Bounty. 

Theſe Liberalities of his were not be- 


ſtow'd as the Recompence of antient Me- 
| E f rit, 
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rit, bat were often the Price of Trea- 
chery, and the Rewards of Vice. And 
as Cyrus oblſerv'd, that in Camps the 
moſt warthleſs Souldiers are the: bufieft 
to get Plunder, ſo the ſame thing may 
belaid of a Court expos'd to Spoil, the 
worſt Men 1 it are the moſt ravenous 
and generally make the beſt Advan- 
ages, BAS | 

The Obſerygtion we have now made, 
did apparently hold true as to King 
Charles's Court; however iull-gatten 
Goods ſeldom thrive, and very little of 
what was thus obtain'd remains with 
the firſt Poſſeſſors, but is now diſpers'd 
' into a Multitude of Hands, 

Though what, he did was ſo. preju- 
dicial to the Crown yet ſuch was then 
the flouriſhing Condition of our Aﬀeairs, 
that we could bear, a great deal of il 
Management. Belides {ome were glad 
enough to ſee a young Prince neceſſi- 
tated to depend upon his People, who 
was apprehended to meditate arbitrary 
Power. But whatever - govern'd the 
Councels of thoſe times, certain it is 
that there was no actual Bar put in the 
Way of his deſtructive Bounty. 

*Fis true (as we have noted in the 
third Section) 'twas complain'd of, bue 
al 
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all ended inan Addreſs which had very 
little in it of the Spirit which our An- 
ceſtors had ſhewn upon the like Occa- 
ſions. 2, | 
. Leave was given at the beginning of 
that Reign to bring in a Bill of Re- 
ſumption 3 A Bill was twice read, to 
regulare and reſtrain ſuch Alienations, 
and an Addreſs was thereupon made, but 
no conſequence A upon all this, 
the People of England had reaſon to 
believe that the Parliament acquielced 
in what was done at Court, | 
The matter did not only Sleep then, 
but was not, as wecan find, afterwards 
revivd, and for many Years it was 
hardly mention'd in the Houſe of Com- 
mons, inſomuch that Eſtates, though fo 
newly deriv's from the Crown, came 
in a ſhort ſpace of Time to bear almoſt 
an equal value with any other ſort of 
Land. Eg On Sh 
But if, as in ancient times, ſuch a Pro- 
ceeding of the Court had been com- 
plain'd of from Seflions to Seffions, if, 
as heretofore, the Minifters that procu- 
red the Grants, had been impeach'd, if 
Bills of Refumption had been frequent- 
ly offer'd though rejected, ſuch Motions 


would .have ' been, ſome Warning ta. 
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the Nation, the Purchaſers would have 
look'd about *'em, every Man muſt have 
known the Hazzard he was to undergo, 
and he can only accuſe himſelf, who 
will run into it, when before hand he 
is acquainted with the Danger. | 

But the Legiſlative Authority conti- 
nuing fo long ſilent in the matter, and 
the Lawyers of thoſe times making no 
ObjeRion to Titles of this Sort, depenting 
upon their Ex certa Scientia, mero Mor- 
tu, & Gratis ſpeciali, and yet more up- 
on their Clauſes of xo ob/tante, the 
People were induced to think they might 
as ſafely make theſe as any other Sort of 
Purchaſes. 

Hence it was that what belong'd to 
the Crown but fo lately, came to be a 
matter of Publick Traffick among the 
People, infomuch that the whole Fortune 
of very many Families is therein em- 
bark'd, 

What Cato ſaid 1s indeed true, if 
rightly diſtinguiſhd, that there ought to 
be no preſcription againſt the Publick. 
* es Mortales contra Dewm immortalem, 
nee privatos contra Rempublicam preſcris 
.bere poſſe. This 'holds without doubt 
when private Men get fraudulently or 
by Force /jaro Polleſſion of what be- 
P ' longs 
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longs to the Publick, and at the begin- 
ning were Poſſeſſores mala Fide, which 
length of time ought not to purge. But in 
a mixt Government, if one Part of the 
State ſuffers the other Part to alienate 
what the whole have an Intcreſt in, 
and if the faid Part had power and 
Opportunity to make an Oppoſition, 
and yet made none, it implies ſuch a 
Conſent as according to the Law of 
Nations, and the Rules of Juſtice, ought 
to indemnifie to all Intents and Purpoſes 


- the Poſſeſſor bona fde, and the Purcha- 


ſer upon a valuable Conſideration. Gro-

No doubt the People by their Re- 
preſentatives have a Right to complain 
when they ſee that waſted which muſt 
be ſupplied out of their Purſes, and 
they have a Right to propoſe Reſump- 
tions when they become of- abſolute 
Neceſlity. ' But this Right they may 
ſuſpend for a Seaſon, &, pro hac vice,

; *No doubt the People may lay claim 
to what the whole has an Intereſt in, 
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to wit the Publick Revenues, but .this 
claim ought to be: made within ſome 
moderate Compaſs of Time, fo as not 
to produce any diſtraction or diſturbance 
in Men's Titles and Poſſeſſions. For 0- 
thzrwiſe ſuch a Claim will occaſion more 
Dtforders than it can propoſe to re- 
miedy. | | 

But when it has been forborn too long, 
and when the People have been ſuffer'd 
to imagin that the Circumſtances of the 
time admitted ofa ſuch a Profulion, or 
that their Repreſentatives have a&ed 
upon ſofhe Reaſon of State, and that 
they did not reſume becaule *twas bet-. 
ter theſe Eſtates of the Crown ſhould 
be in private Hands: When the Silence 
of thoſe who had right to complain 
ſeems to have juſtified iuch proceedings, 
and when upon all theſe Preſumptions 
private Men have gon on for many 
Years to buy ard lel! in the way of 
their common Bulineſs, to come after- 
wards with Cat's Rule and ſay, There 
is no preſcribing againſt the Publick would 
be unjuſt and dangerous. 

Sylla made ſtrange Alterations in the 
State of Rome, in its Governments, Ma- 
giſtracies, and alſo in the Properties of 
Men ; however the Senate had {ubmit- 
Ft 4 ted, 
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ted, and in a trat of Time the People 
was accuſtomed to theſe Eſtabliſhments 
but Catzline and his Accomplices, not 
out of Love to the Common-wealth, 


Pit.Cice (45 * platarch notes) and rather to inno- 


vate in things, and to find matter for 
Civil War, would change what was 
already fix'd ; but Cicero and the beſt 
Citizens of Rome, thought the Miſchief 
had taken too deep a Root, that to al- 
ter what had been done ſome Years be- 
fore, and which concern'd ſo many, 
would alarm and affe& roo great a num- 
ber of Perlons, therefore the*good Pa- 
triots of that Age would not conſent to 
break into the Acts of Sy/a. | 

In the ſame manner moſt certainly 
King Charles ated againſt the Truſt of 
his high Office, in permitting ſuch a 
Spoil to be made of his and the Nations 
Revenue, but no good Man who loves 
the Peace and Quiet of his Country 
would defjire to unravel what has been 
done ſo many Years ago, and in which 
ſo many Thouſands are concern'd. The 
Evil is grown too big for Corre&ion,

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was to take Care of the Body Politick 
have ſvffer'd the Diſtemper to proceed 
too far. By ' the Negligence of the 
State which for Forty Years together 
has let this Matter goon without Check 
and Inquiry, molt of thoſe who are in 
Poſſeſiion of Grants from King Charles 
are now Pofleſors bona fide and purcha- 
ſors upona valuable Confideration. Were 
they now in the Poſſeſhon of thoſe who 
- had firſt procured 'the Grants, no doubr 
according to the Conſtitution of this 
Kingdom they might juſtly be reſumed. 
Bur the Cale is notoriouſly quite other- 
wiſe; in the ſpace of Forty Years moſt 
of thoſe Eſtates have been told over and 
over, and from time to time have paſs'd 
through ſo many Hands, that a Reſump- 
tion from the 1t. Day of his Reign (as 
they propoſe who would load this mat- 
ter to perplex and defeat it) cannot be 
made without breaking into ſo many 
private Contrats, Marriage Settle- 
ments, Jointures Mortgages, and Sales 
for Valuable Confideration, that there 
is hardly any Tax which probably the 
People of Eng/and would not content to, 
rather than bring ſo vaſt- a Dilorder

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From what has been here laid down 
it will appear to any difintereſted Rea- 
der, that King Charles's Grants and thoſe 
lately made do not ſtand upon the ſame 
Foot, and that the Caſes differ in many 
and very material Circumſtances, 

iſt, The Law 1s perhaps otherwiſe 
now than the common and receiv'd Pra-

Rules of Juſtice to take away from the 
Pofſeſſors any Pretences to' Preſcription. 
But in our preſent Caſe a ſolemn Aſſu«

ſer forth Twelve feveral Bills have been 
preſented and read all tending to appro- 
priate theſe Forfeitures to the ules of the 
War. So that the new Poſſeſſors of 
theſe Eſtates cannot pretend that any 
Silence has givena Sanion to what has 
been done,or that a quiet and unqueſtiond 
enjoyment has: fo far confirm'd their 
Te” | Right 
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Right as that thereby they may plead 
abraies, If any- of theſe Lands 
have been ſold or traffick*d about the Pur- 
chaſers cannot plead Ignorance , by the 
Steps made in Parliament they could not 
but know they bought alitigated Title ; 
the ſame may be faid as to Marriage, 
Settlements, Jointures, or any other ci- 
pil contract that has Relation to the 
Grants lately made. 

4thly. What Crown-Landcs K. Charles 
gave away deſcended lineally to him from 
his Anceſtors, The Iriſh Forfeitures have 
been lately purchas'd with the Blood and 
Treaſure of this Kingdom. 
. If any Man could-think that a Refum- 
ption retroſpecting ſo far as the beginning 
of King Charles II's Reign would be for 
the Publick Good, why has it been never 
ſet afoot or mention'd at any other time 
but when the Parliament had a deſire, 
by a Reſumption in 7ye/a78, to caſe the 
People in their Taxes?  / | 
All the Premiſles confider'd, perhaps 
it will appear to any unbiaſs'd Perſon 
who deſires to help the Aﬀairs of Eng- 
land by 2 Reſumption, That, to follow 
the greateſt Number of Preſidents and 
according to the Rules of Prudence and 
Juſtice, che Bill ought to look no —_— 
; back- 
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backwards than this, or the Reign im- 
mediately preceeding. =o 

We hope to have made it evident in 
the Series of this Diſcourſe, That ac- 
cording to the Conſtitution of this King- 
dom the late Grants may be- reſumed, 
We have produc'd variety of Preſidents 
to juſtify ſuch a Proceeding. *Tis ho- 
ped we have given them a full Anſwer 
who would engage the Kings Honour 
in, Countenancing their Depredations 
upon the Publick. Peradventure we 
have produc'd undennble Proofs that 
the People of England have an Intereſt 
in theſe Lands, and Perhaps we have 
filenc'd thoſe, who to clog a good thing, 
would put us upon a wrong ſcent, by 
propoſing to look farther backwards than 
1a Juſtice and Reaſon we ought to do. 

And, if we have made out all theſe 
Poſitions, it will not be difficult for good 
Engliſhmen to think, inferr,and conclude,
